The  self-centered 
teacher  may  care  But  little  for  the  *in- 
lelligence  of  his  punil  provided  the  lack 
of  it  does  not  rel§*ct  on  his  own,  but 
when  tiiat  is  reflcctlm  one  of  two  things 
is  tme,  either  thnt  Bencher  has  not  done 
his  duty,  or  his  pupil  belongs  to  the 
hard  to-help  class.nAs  a teacher,  l am 
no  little  embarrasiQd  at  having  my  pu- 
pils say:  “The  prodigal  son  was  not 
lost.’,’  Oh  the  triulfiof  the  teacher!  Who 
knoweth  the  way  5f  his  deliverance! 

If  I'  might,  I m>uld  sj>eak  to  him 
privately  on  this  wise: 

My  Denr  Pupil  5-In  the  first  place,  if 
I were  you,  I woijjd  speak  of  this,  not 
as  three  parables, »ut  as  “this  parable’*

and  social  life.  1

to  save  the  lost.w  His  civility  and  so- 
ciability, towards  It  his  class  was  criti- 
cised and  complaiued  of  by  the  Scribes 
and  Pharisees.  Titty  did  not  understand 
his  spirit  and  therefore  could  not  ap- 
preciate his  methods  for  winning  men  ' 
Their  murmuring^  and  protestations 
frere  frequently  |jeard.  Witness  their 
complaint  at  Matthew’s  feast  Luke 
v:30,  also  that  at?  he  home  of  Zacheus 
Lnke  xix:7  and  j|hat  which  ca>»-  out 
these  superb  pie  u res.  Luke  xv:2.  To 
these  complainera  He  says.  “I  aru  not 
come  to  call  the  { ightebus  but  sinners 
to  rejH-ntance.’’  .$id  “the  Son  of  Man 
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is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which 
was  lost”  And  in  the  parable,  “there 
is  joy  in  the  presenece  of  the  angels  of 
God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth. 
The  leson  then  was  to  teach  these 
•Scribes  and  Pharisees,  and  all  the  world 
as  to  that  matter,  that  instead  of  a cap- 
tious murmuring  spirit,  they  should  re- 
joice in  man’s  salvation. 

In  the  third  place,  I would  have  you 
corect  your  statement  that  “the  prodi- 
gul  sou  was  not  lost”  and  do  it  quick, 
for  the  son’s  experience  is  aguinst  you. 
He  had  a speculative  knowledge  about 
mutters  pertaining  to  himself  and  his 
old  home,  but  no  experimental  knowl 
edge  till  he  “came  to  nimself.”  Lost  to 
a true  sense  of  his  own  condition  and  to 
what  his  father  and  the  father’s  home 
was  worth  to  him.  Just  as  much  lost, 
if  not  more  so,  than  the  sheep  or  the  . 
cion.  His  being  called  “son”  doesn’t 
mean  that  he  was  still  a member  of  the 
household  with  the  unfortunate  experi 
ehce  of  backsliding.  No  more  than  the 
culling  of  the  elder  brother  “son” 
would  distinguish  him  as  all  that  a 
faithful  son  should  be  in  the  household 
The  two  are  represented  in  contrast  as 
sous  of  the  Creator — the  Jew  and  Gen- 
tile by  comparison  the  publican  and 
sinners  on  the  one  hand  and  the  Scribej 
nnd  Pharisees  on  the  other  and  not 
scriptual  sous.  Not  only  is  the  son’s 
experience  against  your  statement,  but 
the  father’s  emphatic  declaration  twice 
made  vs.  24  and  32  is  against  you,  but 
more  than  all  this  the  author  of  the 
jMirable — the  teaclier  of  the  lesson — is 
against  you.  For  the  story  is  without 
meaning  if  he  wasn’t  lost,  for  we  don’t 
get  “the  best  robe”  for  the  backslider, 
he  already  has  that,  he  may  look  a.-* 
well  in  it  after  his  lupse  into  sin,  but 
that  is  no  fault  of  the  robe.  And  note, 
too,  that  his  lost  condition  is  the  more 
lamentable  in  thut  it  meant  death. 

All  this  is  true  with  reference  to  the 
whole  humnn  fnmily  out  of  Christ;  for 
“all  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray, 
everyone  has  turned  to  his  own  way.” 
Our  own  way  is  the  way  of  death.  See 
Prov.  xiv:12.  “She  that  liveth.”  I.  Tim., 
v:6. 

In  the  fourth  place,  let  us  get  the  pic 
ture  from  its  different  angles.  The  two 
first,  emphasize  the  rejoicing  over  the 
lost,  who  being  “gone  after,”  nnd  “dil- 
igently searched”  for,  were  found.  Such 
finding  rejoices  the  angels  in  heaven. 
The  third  angle  presents  the  lost,  not  di- 
rectly sought  after,  (though  I have  no 
doubt  he  hnd  some  telepathic  messages 
from  home  which  he  did  not  under 
stand)  but  equally,  if  not  more  hope- 
lessly lost  than  the  other  objects,  for 
these  others  were  objects  respectively 
irrational  and  inanimate,  which  could 
be  brought  back  by  sheer  force,  but  the 
third  is  needed  to  show  us  how  a ra- 


tional subject — a man  with  a soul  be- 
comes irrational — guts  out  of  himself, 
and  does  not  know  of  his  fearful  con 
dition  till  he  “comes  into  himself” 
for  this  is  the  literal  meauing.  It  was 
then  with  the  “son”  that  the  searching 
began.  The  home  had  a voice  that  s}M)ke 
to  his  heart.  The  father  had  compas 
sionate  love  that  told  him  there  was  for 
giveness  if  he  would  come  home.  To  go 
after  rational  subject  who  does  not 
know  how  irational  he  is  in  his  uncon 
verted  state,  with  the  hope  of  bringing 
him  to  the  Father’s  house,  is  a hope 
less  undertaking.  We  may  see  this  every 
day  in  the  obstinacy  of  the  seif-right 
eous  and  unbelieving  sinner.  I do  not 
say  that  Jesus  in  this  parable  designed 
to  teach  the  direct  oj>eration  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  on  the  sinner,  before  he  can 
exercise  his  will  to  come  to  God,  but 
incidentally  it  is  forcefully  taught,  and 
is  in  argument  with  the  experience  of 
other  converts.  Witness:  Cornelius  hear 
ing  the  message  from  Simon  Peter,  and 
Lydia  from  Paul.  The  Spirit  prei>ared 
these  for  hearing  the  Gospel.  And  when 
the  son  came  to  himself  it  was  an  easy 
matter  to  find  the  way  home,  but  can  it 
be  while  there  is  rejoicing  over  his 
home-coming,  there  could  be  any  who 
so  far  from  rejoicing  would  murmur? 
Yes,  the  elder  brother  and  all  the  tribe 
he  represents.  This  phase  of  the  plia- 
ble could  not  be  brought  out  in  the  oth- 
er two — the  business  and  the  domestic 
pictures,  but  here  in  the  social  realm — 
the  two  brothers  as  representative  car 
acters — in  the  setting  the  Master  gives 
them,  tell  the  whole  story.  The  sinner 
found.  Rejoicing  on  earth  and  iii  heaven.

PRESIDENT  W.  S.  WEBB.

This  great  Mississippian  has  gone  to 
his  reward.  On  Monday  morning,  Au- 
• gust  22nd,  at  5 o’clock,  he  breathed  his 
last.  He  was  nearing  the  completion  of 
his  85th  year.  A mighty  man  has  fallen 

His  funeral  service  was  held  at  3:30 
p.  ni.,  Tuesday,  the  23rd,  in  the  Missis 
gippi  College  Chapel.  The  service  was 
led  by  1’resident  W.  T.  Lowrey,  and  ap 
propriate  remarks  were  added  by  Cap 
tain  W.  T.  Ratliff,  who  was  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees  throughout  his 
term  as  president  of  Mississippi  Col 
lege;  by  Rev.  E.  E.  King;  of  McKinney . 
Texas,  a member  of  Dr.  Webb’s  first 
graduating  class  in  Mississippi  College, 
by  Dr.  George  Whitfield,  his  > life-long 
friend,  and  by  Philip  Didlake,  and  Rev. 
W.  A.  McComb,  two  of  his  former  stu 
dents  and  graduates.  His  body  was  laid 
to  rest  in  the  Masonic  Cemetery  at 
Clinton,  beside  the  graves  of  his  faith- 
ful wife  and  brilliunt  son.  The  grave 
was  covered  with  floral  offerings— the 
most  handsome  of  which  was  presented 
by  the  Mississippi  College  faculty  as  a 
small  expression  of  their  great  uppre 
ciation  of  the  immense  service  which  he 
rendered  to  the  college. 

President  Webb  was  born  in  the  Statu 
of  New  York.  He  was  educated  at  Ham 
ilton— now'  Colgute  University.  He 
came  South  early  in  life,  was  a pastor 
in  East  Mississippi,  president  of  Gre- 
nada Female  College,  }>astor  at  Clinton, 
and  in  1874  became  president  of  Missis- 
sippi College.  For  eighteen  years  he 
held  this  important  position,  in  times 
that  tried  men’s  souls.  Through  finan- 
cial hardships,  panics  and  pestilence,  he 
stood  at  his  jiost,  and  the  Baptists  of 
Mississippi  will  never  know  the  debt  of 
gratitude  which  they  were  due  him. 

President  Webb,  though  a modest,  un 
assuming  man  was  a giant  in  intellect 
Be  was  noted  for  his  wisdom,  for  his 
fine  judgment,  for  his  knowledge  of  hu 
fflan  nature,  for  his  splendid  nnd  unfail- 
ing good  humor,  for  his  adherence  tD 
convictions,  and  his  superb  courage. 

He  was  a man  of  splendid  educa 
tional  attainments.  During  his  life  as  a 
•student,  he  was  an  incessant  worker, 
ai>d  nil  through  his  career  as  preacher 
and  college  president,  he  continued  to 
accumulate  knowledge,  strengthen  his 
intellectual  discipline,  and  broaden  his 
culture. 

He  was  a man  of  marvelously  fine 
Christian  character,  a man  oT  tender 
®juipathie8  and  a helper  of  stragglers. 
M«ny  and  many  a boy  in  davs  of  dis 
couragement  has  found  him  “a  friend  ill 
“ced  and  a friend  indeed.”  For  fifteen 
uionthg  it  was  the  writer’s  privilege  to 
in  his  home.  His  home  life  was 
autiful.  At  his  table,  in  the  family 
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circle,  and  in  the  study,  he  was  the  corn 
te«u8  Christian  gentleman. 

lie  was  a great  teacher.  His  students 
rejneml>er  with  admiration  his  incom 
parable  bearing  in  the  class  room.  He 
wils  master  of  his  subject,  and  master 
of  | his  clnss.  His  good  humor  was  con- 
stantly in  evidence.  He  was  quick  to 
answer  every  question,  nnd  gifted  in 
meeting  even.*  situation. 

During  the  first  three  score  nnd  ten 
venrs  of  life,  the  Ixird  called  upon  him 
to  work.  He  rendered  grent  service  as 
a worker.  Then  his  Master  said  to  him: 
“Well  done  good  and  faithful  servant 
thou  hast  been  faithful  as  a worker,  l 
will  assign  thee  a new  task.  Sen’e  now 
for  a while  by  suffering.”  How  splen 
diffllv  he  suffered!  Happy  is  the  man 
wHo  is  allowed  to  serve  by  work!  The 
man  who  is  called  upon  to  serve  by  suf 
feijing  lias  the  hard  tnsk.  But  during  all 
these  years  his  light  has  been  shining 
.through  the  clouds  that  gntliered 
around  him,  nnd  he  has  given  the  world 
a jsplendid  example  of  cheerful  suffer- 
ing. His  good  humor  has  not  failed  him 
at  any  time.  He  has  been  able  to  see- 
the bright  side,  even  the  amusing  side 
of  things  in  his  sufferings.  Palsied,  and 
almost  helpless,  aged,  and  on  the  brink 
of  the  last  river,  he  has  taken  an  inter 
est  in  all  that  was  going  on  in  the 
world;  has  been  able  to  see  nnd  appre- 
ciate the  humorous  and  lias  constantly 
olmyed  the  apostle’s  injunction:  “Re- 
joice in  the  Lord  nlway;  and  again  1^ 
say  rejoice.” 

How  gloriously  he  has  illustrated  the 
statement  of  the  great  iqiostle  in  refer 
enoe  to  himself:  “Though  our  outward 
man  is  jierishing,  ’ our  inward  man  is 
being  renewed  from  day  to  day,  while 
we  look  not  at  the  things  tlint  are  seen, 
but  at  the  things  that  are  unseen.” 

“He  has  fought  the  good  fight*  he  has 
kejijt  the  fnith,”  he  hns  been  offered  up, 
and  the  crown  of  rejoicing  is  his.

JESUS’  PRAYER  FOR  HIS  ENE- 
MIES.

“Father  forgive  them,  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do.”  Calvary’s  ordeal, 
and  the  deeds  leading  immediately  to 
this  thg  world’s  greatest  tragedy,  re 
veal*  the  sublimity  of  Jesus’  character. 
Rilife  Hi*  words  nnd  deeds  were  above 
reproach  only  ns  his  faultless  charac- 
ter turned  a searchlight  on  the  rotten- 
ness of  society  and  by  the  contrast 
aroused  a spirit  of  resentment.  Having 
lived  a life  of  service  it  is  no  surprise 
that  he  dies  a submissive  sacrifice;  hav 
ing  lived  as  a God  it  is  not  surprising 
that  He  dies  as  one. 

Whoever  fights  faithfully  for  right- 
eousness may  expect  to  have  enemies, 
bnt  it  is  a distinct  honor  to  have  the  en 
mitv  of  some  men.  We  are  often  puz- 
zled to  know  how  to  meet  the  wicked 
assaults  of  unreasonable  men.  The  an- 
swer is  simple.  Jesus  is  our  model  for 
dealing  with  enemies. 

» Ignorance  is  an  essential  element  in 
sin.  for  no  rational  man  woultf  delib 
erately  sin  if  he  fully  realized  all  it  in- 
volved; but  only  rational  men  can  sin, 
hence  we  need  to  do  all  we  can  to  en- 
lighten the  race  on  the  ethics  of  living. 

His  life  is  an  example  of  marvelous 
love.  History  and  fiction  are  both  with 
out  a parallel;  history  must  be  because 
of  our  innate  depravity  and  fiction  is 
because  an  intelligence  will  not  tolerate 
a purely  imaginary'  character,  but  only 
such  as  grow  out  of  real  life  experience. 

In  Him  we  see  love  revealing  itself. 
Prayer  is  the  most  appropriate  channel 
for  love  to  use  to  reveal  itself,  for  by 
this  method  it  can  command  the  treas 
ure  houses  of  heaven  and  lavish  bless- 
ings upon  the  object  of  its  affection, 
with  an  unseen  hand.  Genuine  love 
prays  even  in  the  agonies  of  death,  for- 
getting its  own  pain  and  sorrows,  but 
fully  and  vividly  calling  to  mind  those 
nf  its  loved  ones.  By  this  means  the 
fond  heart  brings  the  succor  of  heaven 
to  those  who  may,  perchance,  despise 
its  interests. 

Love  is  truly  indiscriminate,  but 
blesses  friends  and  foes  alike;. its  friends 
are  made  the  recipients  of  the  best  wine 
without  money  and  without  price,  and 
those  who  expect  the  hand  to  be  raised 
in  wrath  find  it  extended  with  bless- 
ings. 

In  Him  we  see  love  enduring,  even 
to  the  closing  act  of  the  basest  ingrati- 
tude. Of  all  men  who  deserved  a life  of 
ensp>  unstinted  praise  and  the  help  of 
a"  hands  He  was  most  worthy,  but  re 


eeiv?d  these  in  meagre  measure.  To  the 
full  limit  of  shame  and  disgrace  his  love 
end* red  and  His  devotion  to  our  best 
interests  never  wavered,  although  in 
doing  so  He  drank  the  cup  of  sorrow 
to  the  bitterest  dregs  of  suffering.  II*' 
was!  patient  without  complaint  through 
it  nil.  The  underlying  secret  of  His  life 
is  tjhat  it  was  love  trying  to  bestow 
benefits  upon  enemies. 

This  prayer  is  the  petition  of  love 
See  what  it  asks:  Forgiveness  as  the 
chief  blessing.  With  the  pardon  of  our 
sins  the  way  is  opened  for  every  other 
benefit.  The  soul  is  prepared  to  appro 
ciat?  God  and  His  providences,  to  right 
ly  value  spiritual  things,  to  know  its 
own  needs  nnd  their  values. 

Tins  petition  of  love  can  even  ask 
Go<x  to  forgive  the  murderers  of  His 
Sonj  Nothing  could  test  God’s  grace 
anyjfurther,  or  His  regard  for  the  wish- 
es df  Christ;  if  He  can  grant  this  peti- 
tionj  what  request  could  the  Son  make 
that)  He  would  deny?  If  His  grac« 
ers  jhis  murder  there  is  no  sin  it  would 
not  gladly  forgive!  Our  Lord’s  sacrifice 
itself  is  a petition  for  pardon;  nnd  His 
great  love  admits  the  need  of  it  and 
shudders  if  it  comes  not. 

Tne  grandeur  of  nis  love  is  seen  in 
whn|t  He  asks  for  and  how  ne  does 
it.  He  seeks  the  pardon  of  His  murder 
ers  while  they  are  yet  glonting  over 
theiy  victim,  their  ears  are  deaf  to  Tlis 
sighs,  their  eyes  blind  to  His  agonies, 
theiy  hearts  void  of  svmpathy  nnd  their 
souls  conscienceless.  For  them  no  seeks 
full,  unconditional  and  final  pardon. 
The  only  plea  he  offers  in  their  igno 
ranee,  but  He  realizes  that  the  Father 
is  conscious  of  His  unspeakable  love  for 
them. 

We  may  here  note  that  none  are  too 
guilty  for  Him  to  seek  their  pardon,  bnt 
wisdom  compels  ns  to  note  also  a warn- 
ing that  htere  is  a limit  to  paroon. 
Nevertheless  we  may  rejoice  in  the  fact 
that  if  any  adequate  plea  for  pardon 
can  be  found  He  will  surely  find  it. 

Iij  conclusion  let  us  sum  up  some  les- 
sons from  this  incident  on  the  cross.  It 
teacihes  us  to  put  the  best  possible  ron- 
strujetion  on  the  acts  of  others.  Here 
the  basest  murder  is  apologised  for  on 
the  ground  of  ignorance.  There  may  be 
circumstances  under  which  ignorance  is 
the  grossest  maliciousness-  a mere 
cloak  to  cover  a crime.  TTe  nuts  into 
practice  His  teaching  regarding  our 
eneipies.  His  soul  breathinn-  a nravnr  to 
Oodtas  it  leaves  His  body.  We  mnv  tnko 
greqt  courage  as  we  remember  that  TTis 
appeal  is  still  in  force.  On«  might  be 
lea d(  to  believe  that  Christ’*  u-nrk  was 
end$d  when  He  left  the  earth,  but  in  re- 
alitr  His  earthly  career  was  onlv  the 
first!  chapter  of  his  activities.  “ Where- 
fore!
